Man receives jail sentence 
for throwing a ‘haymaker’ 


A BUILDER suffered a double fracture of 
the jaw when he was attacked by a man 
who came from behind and “threw a 
haymaker” it was stated at Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Craig Hibberd (25) of Croft Street, Barry, was 
jailed for 16 months after pleading guilty to 
inflicting grievous bodily harm on Richard Thomas. 

Judge Richard Williams told him that the offence 
was clinical, pointless and involved gratuitous 
violence. 

“The victim was helpless, unaware that there was 
a threat.” 

Prosecutor Jeff Jones said that 30-year-old Mr 
Thomas, who came from the Vale of Glamorgan, 
was in Bar Cocoa, Broad Street, Barry, in the early

hours of the morning of May 7. 

He was in the beer garden when suddenly Hibberd 
“came sneakily up from behind and punched him a 
haymaker to the right cheek”. 

Mr Thomas was taken to the University Hospital 
of Wales where he was operated on for a double 
fracture of the jaw, with the insertion of two metal 
plates. 

He stated that for many days, he was in pain, was 
restricted to a liquid diet and could not work. 

Members of the bar staff identified Hibberd on 
CCTV and he was arrested at Cardiff Airport on May 


20, returning from a holiday. 

When interviewed, he made admissions and said 
he had drunk four or five pints of lager. 

The court heard he had served 18 months for 
reckless arson and three years and four months for 
causing grievous bodily harm involving attacking a 
man in a bar and biting a section from his ear. 

Mr Jones said there was a degree of premeditation 
and the victim was defenceless. 

His counsel, Ed Mitchard, said he had been 
arrested returning from a pre-booked holiday. 

He said he threw one “sucker punch” but did not 
continue the attack. 

While in custody, he said, he made an attempt to 
advance himself and was grateful for the support of 
his family.

K eith james is right (gem 

letters May 31) when he says the 
new road from the A48 to J34 is 
not needed to serve the airport or the 
Enterprise Zone at St Athan. 

It is an unnecessary road which will destroy a 
beautiful part of the Vale, blight the lives of people 
living near its route and waste taxpayers’ money 
which could have been used to provide better 
public transport. 

Thousands of (arguably) necessary houses are 
being built to the west of Cardiff along the 
Llantrisant Road and A48 with no public transport

Two years after the 
referendum, the 
Government still cannot 
say what kind of Brexit 
it proposes.

Free trade with the 
US means accepting 
their chlorinated chicken 
and opening our NHS to 
US healthcare giants 
(even if the US rescind 
their current trade war).

This is 
not going against the 
‘will of the people’ but 
respecting it.

The people who 
buy these properties will have no alternative but to 
use cars for their journeys. 

The net effect of these housing developments, 
with the consequent increase in private vehicle 
traffic, will be to cause the roads and lanes around 
J34, J33, Llantrisant Road, A4232 link, 

Culverhouse Cross and the A48 corridor to become 
log-jammed at peak times and probably at 
previously quiet times as well. 

The new housing developments should not have 
been allowed without an integrated public transport 
plan, eventually incorporating the Metro project, 
being agreed by the Vale and Cardiff Councils. 

This should have been funded, developed and put 
in place prior to them being built. 

The councils have now painted themselves into a 
corner, where the traffic situation to the west of 
Cardiff will become so bad, that a new ‘relief’ road 
between the A48 and J34 will be argued to be 
necessary to take pressure off the existing road 
network. 

This scenario was totally avoidable and is due to 
the poor planning and decision making by our 
elected politicians in local government and a failure 
to follow their own local transport plan to 
encourage safer, healthier and sustainable travel. 

The responsibility for the traffic chaos which is 
about to ensue will lie firmly with them.

Shipments on 
EuroTunnel take an hour 
and often carry time 
sensitive goods, such as 
perishable food, and 
components delivered 
just-in-time that are 
essential for many UK 
manufacturers.

companies shipping 
items between the UK 
and the nearby European 
continent.

THREE MEN RESCUED 
OFF PORTHKERRY 


THREE young men who set off 
from Porthkerry beach on an 
inflatable kayak on Sunday, 
June 10, were rescued after 
they were unable to make it 
back to shore. 

A Barry Coastguard spokesman 
explained: “Around 6.25pm our 
volunteer team were paged by Milford 
Haven Coastguard to meet Barry Dock 
life boat at Barry harbour. 

“Three young men had left 
Porthkerry beach in an inflatable 
kayak. The problem was that it was 
made for two people and they didn’t 


have life jackets or any means of 
communication. 

“They soon found themselves 
struggling to row to get back.” 

The men were brought safely back 
to land. 

The spokesman advised: “We 
strongly recommend that blow up 
boats and toys are not used in an 
offshore wind - that is when the wind 
blows from the land out to sea - 
because they can quickly be swept out 
to sea. 

“Go to a lifeguarded beach if 
possible and heed the lifeguards’ 
advice.”

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Public consultation 
planned on Dinas 
Powys traffic study 


A PUBLIC 
consultation in 
Dinas Powys, 
planned for 
September, will 
provide an 
opportunity for 
people to give their 
views on the future 
of transport in the 
village. 

The public will be 
able to comment on the 
draft report for stage 
two of the official 
WelTAG study into 
improving transport in 
the corridor through 
Dinas. 

Local councillor 
Vince Driscoll said: 
“Work on the report has 
been delayed a few 
weeks in order that 
consultants could 
expand the scope of the 
study at the Barry end 
to cover alternative 
bypass routes to Sully 
roundabout. 

“The community 
council had requested 
the expansion after the 
Dinas Powys Bypass 


Steering Group had 
lobbied for the possible 
advantages of 
considering an 
alternative to the 
historic route going to 
Cardiff Road and the 
Biglis/MacDonald’s 
roundabout.” 

The ‘Stage 2 Study’ 
considers four basic 
options and one will be 
selected by the Vale 
Council’s Cabinet on 
September 17. 

The options are: do 
the minimum in terms 
of traffic measures; 
multi-modal (includes 
walking and cycle 
ways); a bypass; multi¬ 
modal with a bypass. 

Cllr Driscoll added: 
“There are various route 
options for a by-pass. 
All run from the Merrie 
Harrier junction south 
between Dinas Powys 
and Penarth. 

“One connects to the 
A4055 near the water 
treatment works at 
Green Lane while the 
others aim, on different 
lines, for Sully 
roundabout at the top of

Hayes Road.” 

The bypass steering 
group has argued that 
the multi-modal option 
- which would include 
walking and cycle ways 
and improvements to 
buses and trains - could 
not work without a 
bypass to relieve the 
amount of traffic on the 
main A4055 through 
Dinas Powys. 

They say that any 
bypass would include 
cycling and pedestrian 
facilities. 

Bypass steering 
group chair Rod Harrod 
said that Ken Skates, 
the Cabinet Secretary 
for Economy and 
Transport, had emailed 
him recently. 

“He said that 
although funds were not 
available from the Local 
Transport Fund at this 
moment, ‘my officials 
will continue to engage 
with council officers 
and review our position 
if funding becomes 
available within this 
financial year’. 

“Currently two per 
cent of commuters use 
buses from Dinas 
Powys and 10 per cent 
commute by train. A 
total of 72 per cent 
travel by road and a 
further six per cent are 
passengers in these 
vehicles. 


“The Welsh 

Government announced 
recently that, despite 
millions spent in 
promoting sustainable 
transport, the number 
walking and cycling had 
not increased in the last 
five years. 

“The new rail 
operator, KeolisAmey, 
has promised to spend 
£800 million on new 
trains in the next five 
years, increasing 
capacity by 66 per cent 
and spending £194 
million improving all 
247 stations in Wales. 

“They intend adding 
1,500 extra park-and- 
ride facilities across 
Wales, at a cost of £15 
million. We’d like to 
know where they can 
put any at Dinas Powys 
stations. The same goes 
for the ‘exciting’ Metro 
scheme, which is 
unlikely to operate on 
the Vale line within 10 
years. 

“Perhaps we’ll be 
lucky, like every other 
station, and get a 
covered cycle store.” 

The draft ‘Stage 2 
WelTAG Report’ will be 
presented to the Vale 
Council in July and be 
considered by the 
official review group 
around the end of that 
month.

CCTV should 
be monitored 
in Barry - Plaid 


PLAID Cymru 
councillors have 
called for CCTV 
monitoring to take 
place in Barry, 
rather than 
Bridgend, after 
discussing the 
matter with local 
police in a Barry 
Town Council 
briefing. 

CCTV monitoring of 
Barry sites was out¬ 
sourced to Bridgend 
Council when the Vale 
Council was under 
Labour Party control. 

At the time, the council 
leader said that there 
would be no loss of 
effectiveness. 

However, police 
comments made at a 
recent Barry Town 
Council briefing in May 
were that monitoring 
from Bridgend was less 
effective than from 
Barry because those 
viewing the footage 
were less familiar with 
potential criminals or 
streets that might 
provide useful clues. 

Plaid Cymru 
councillor Nic Hodges 


said: “In order to 
prevent crime or catch 
criminals, community 
safety must be as 
effective as possible. 

“Anything less than 
that means people 
getting off scot-free and 
providing poor value for 
money. 

“Plaid Cymru believe 
that we would get better 
value for money and 
more effective 
community safety if 
these facilities, and jobs, 
were in Barry, rather 
than Bridgend.” 

Plaid Cymru 
councillor Ian Johnson 
added: “When Labour 
made plans to out¬ 
source these facilities to 
Bridgend, Plaid Cymru 
warned that it was a bad 
idea. 

“We discovered last 
year that around a 
quarter of CCTV 
cameras in Barry were 
not even working 
properly. 

“Now that these have 
been fixed, the Vale 
Council should 
reconsider the CCTV 
monitoring scheme and 
bring it back to Barry.”

ROW OVER NEW 
DEVELOPMENT’S 
‘RISIBLE’ SECTION 
106 CONTRIBUTION 


A new gym and flats 
will be brought to 
Penarth - despite 
concerns about how 
much the developer 
is contributing to 
affordable housing 
in the area. 

Plans for the new gym 
and 12 apartments on the 
site of the former Robert 
Smith Garage in Windsor 
Road were approved by 
Vale Council’s planning 
committee on Thursday 
(June 7). 

But that was after a 
debate by councillors 
about the proposed 
contribution of £24,264 
to off-site affordable 
housing put forward by 
developer Pure 

Commercial Finance. 

Cllr Peter King said 
council projections show 
264 new affordable 
homes are needed in the 
areas surrounding the 
site. 

He said: “When you 
reach the conclusion that 
an off-site contribution of 
£24,000 would possibly 
pay for the footings on a 
front door, it isn’t even a 
dent.” 


Cllr King said by his 
calculations, the 

development could have 
generated up to £750,000 
from section 106 
contributions. 

He also said there is 
“no chance of any 
contribution towards 
anything else” from the 
multi-million pound 
Northcliffe development 
- where 30 new flats are 
planned at Penarth’s 
headland - due to issues 
around commercial 
viability. 

He said: “It’s 

exceedingly hard as 
somebody who has a 
small understanding to 
accept. The public and 
residents of Penarth are 
bewildered.” 

Cllr Christine Cave 
also expressed her 
disappointment at the 
contribution. 

She said: “I’m really 
appalled at the 
sustainable housing 
contribution we’re 
having here. This isn’t in 
isolation - this occurs 
quite regularly.” 

Cllr Neil Thomas said 
he welcomed 

development at the site, 


but told the meeting the 
St Augustine’s ward has 
the lowest proportion of 
social housing in 
Penarth. 

“Unfortunately not 
only does this 

development do nothing 
to improve that awful 
position, it in fact makes 
it worse,” he said. 

Cllr Thomas said 
under normal conditions 
up to five units in the 
development would have 
been affordable, and the 
developer would have 
been expected to make 
contributions of more 
than £500,000 towards 
affordable housing, 
transport, education, 
public open space and 
public art. 

Describing the 

proposed contribution as 
“risible,” Cllr Thomas 
said people in St 
Augustine’s “have 
already taken north of a 
£1 million hit on 
Northcliffe Lodge,” 
where they are 
“subsidising the 

development” in terms of 
education, highways and 
sustainable transport and 
affordable housing.

“This is another way 
of adding half a million 
to the debt the people of 
this ward are having to 
pay off.

But Cllr Jonathan Bird 
said he was staggered by 
Cllr Thomas’ comments. 

He said: “It’s not 
going to be developed if 
you insist on having 
money and the developer 
is making no profit at all. 
In fact, they will be 
making a loss.” 

Cllr Nic Hodges 
added: “Twenty odd 
thousand for a prime site 
in the centre of a thriving 
town is derisory.” 

Victoria Robinson, 
Vale Council’s 

operational manager for 
developments, told the 
meeting developments 
on brownfield sites are 
less likely to earn bigger 
contributions from 
developers. 

She said: “It is going 
to cost the developer a lot 
of money to convert this 
existing building. 

“In addition we have 
to take into account what 
the existing building is 
worth. 

“Officers absolutely 
fight tooth and nail with 
developers to get the 
maximum we can get 
from them for section 
106. We don’t lightly put 
forward a 

recommendation to 
committee where the 
level of contributions is 
as low as it is for this. 

“But we can’t refuse a 
development that is 
otherwise bringing a lot 
of benefits. It’s 
delivering 12 new units 
of housing which is - 
whether it is affordable 
or market - much needed 
in Penarth.” LDR

RESTAURANT 
DEVELOPMENT 
Group gets preview 


FOCUSBARRY met on 
Friday, June 8, at Barry Island 
Social Club, where the guest 
speakers were James Morse of 
Morse Affiliates and Bob 
Wheatley from the Royal 
British Legion. 

The meeting was well attended by 
27 members and supporters. Mr Morse 
introduced himself as the developer 
who bought the Victorian Grade II 
listed toilet block at Barry Island. 

A PowerPoint presentation 
followed, showing a computer¬ 
generated image of how the old 
building will be developed into four 
independently-run restaurants. 

Mr Morse explained that they hoped 
to salvage and reuse as much of the 
original fixtures and fittings as 
possible. He was keen to point out that 
the emphasis would be on family 
dining and not alcohol. 

There will be a number of unusual 
features used in the development, such 
as a ‘living wall’ to three sides of the 
exterior building and windows which 
will be raised up and down depending 
on weather conditions; this is thought 
to be a first for Wales. 

There will be two rooftop 
restaurants, one of which will have a 
retractable roof. 

There is provision for plenty of 
outdoor seating areas to both levels. 
Mr Morse stated that he is talking to a 
number of restaurant companies who 
are keen to establish themselves on 
Barry Island and it is hoped that 
building work will start sometime in 
September and finish approximately 
nine months later, but this is dependent 
upon planning permission from the 
Vale Council and Cadw. 

Mr Morse said that his company had 


turned the old run-down Tivoli Cinema 
in Mumbles into the vibrant and 
successful Oyster Wharf restaurant 
complex that is seen today and hopes 
to bring the same formula of success to 
Barry Island. 

The next speaker was Mr Bob 
Wheatley from the Royal British 
Legion who informed the audience that 
this year is the centenary of the First 
World War. 

He showed various black and white 
photographs of young soldiers from 
the First World War, including many 
from the trenches. 

Coloured pictures were then shown 
of the various war cemeteries 
containing thousands of wooden 
crosses and headstones at Tyne Cot, 
Passchendaele and Thiepval, along 
with their huge monuments dedicated 
to those who made the ultimate 
sacrifice. 

Mr Wheatley explained that if a 
family member could not attend the 
wreath-laying ceremony in person, 
then a little wooden cross can be given 
to a member of the British Legion to 
place on their behalf. 

Members were told that this year, St 
Cyres School sixth formers have been 
invited by the Welsh Assembly to 
attend a wreath-laying service at one of 
the war cemeteries, as two of their 
former pupils died in the Great War. 

Last year, Barry Male Voice Choir 
sang at the moving ceremony at 
Mennin Gate, Ypres. 

Mr Wheatley notified members 
about the various events that are taking 
place throughout the year including the 
Festival of Remembrance, Barry (after 
which a ‘Book of Remembrance’ will 
be presented to Barry Town Hall), 
RAFA Freedom of Barry and the 75th 
anniversary RAF St Athan Squadron.

It was a particular 
privilege to meet 
Guardsman Nathan 
Howells, 27, from 
Llantwit Major, Lance 
Corporal Oliver 
Moseley, 26, from 
Cowbridge and Lance 
Corporal Callum 
Howells, 21, from 
Llantwit Major who are 
doing a heroic job in a 
volatile and often 
dangerous environment. 

During the brief visit 
to Afghan capital, Kabul, 
I was able to sit down 
with the soldiers of the 
Welsh Guards and learn 
more about their role in 
providing security and 
mentoring help to 
Afghan officials as the 
country’s Government 
continues its work of 


reconstruction. 

There are currently 
260 members of the 
Welsh Guards battle 
group deployed to Kabul 
as part of NATO’s 
Resolute Support 
Mission from all parts of 
Wales. 

I was able to visit the 
Regiment’s base camp, 
sat in on preparations for 
a patrol and also learned 
more about their support 
for the Afghan National 
Army Officer Academy 
- often called to the 
country’s equivalent of 
Sandhurst - which is 
producing the Afghan 
army’s future officer 
corps. 

Having heard from 
the soldiers first-hand 
about their life in Kabul, 
I am incredibly proud of 
what the Welsh Guards 
are doing. 

This is a regiment 
with a century-long 
history of serving across 
the world in conflicts 
from World War Two to 
Palestine and the 
Falklands. They are now 
on their third tour of 
duty in Afghanistan, and 
showing the incredible 
spirit they always do. 

While I have always 
championed our Welsh 
servicemen and women, 
being in Afghanistan 
really brought home to 
me the work they do in 
dangerous 
circumstances. 

All of Wales owes 
them a vote of thanks. 


Llancarfan parents are 
‘not impressed’ with second 
council consultation plan 


PLANS to move a 
Vale primary school 
five miles away to a 
new building have 
been labelled 

‘cynical’ by 

campaigners after 
new details 

emerged. 

The Vale Council 

wants to move 

Llancarfan Primary 
School to a new £4m 
building in Rhoose 

where hundreds of 
homes are being built. 

The council launched 
a second consultation on 
the plans following 
concerns from 

campaigners about the 
ethos of the school and 
its feeder links, as well as 
the effect it would have 
on the village. 

Further details on 
feeder links and 
catchment areas, 

transport, and the future 
of the current Llancarfan 
Primary School building 
were revealed in the 
revised consultation 
document. 

But campaigners say 
the council has lost 
credibility by launching a 
second consultation, 
which they say does not 
allay their fears. 

The Llancarfan School 
Action Group said in a 
statement: “The second 


consultation is both 
flawed and cynical in its 
timing, launched in the 
run-up to the long 
summer break when the 
council might expect 
fewer people to respond. 

“Having lost the 
argument first time 
around, the council has 
simply re-issued the 
original proposal with 
cosmetic changes. The 
plan remains exactly the 
same as before - to close 
a much-loved and 
effective village school 
in order to open a new 
and larger school on a 
housing development in 
Rhoose. 

“However the action 
committee is determined 
to fight on the facts, 
highlighting the 

weaknesses in the 
council’s arguments and 
calculations, and 

ensuring that 

engagement from 

parents, local residents 
and other stakeholders 
remains high. 

“To this end we’re 
urging everyone who 
responded the first time 
around to do so again. 
We cannot be complacent 
with so much at stake for 
our children and local 
communities.” 

The council has 
previously said the 
changes are necessary as 
hundreds of homes - 


including 350 at Rhoose 
Point - are being built 
and a new school is 
needed to keep up with 
demand for places. 

But the action 
committee said the 
council has made 
“cynical alterations” to 
the first consultation 
document to bolster its 
case and exaggerates the 
negatives of the current 
school. 

“The latest proposal is 
flawed in another crucial 
respect,” the statement 
adds. 

“It fails to consider the 
impact of having two 
schools in Rhoose 
operating as separate 
schools just half a mile 
apart. If one became 


oversubscribed through 
parental choice the other 
would be seen as the 
second-choice school in 
Rhoose.” 

As part of the plans, 
catchment areas for local 
schools would change to 
accommodate the new 
school. 

Current feeder school 
links to Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School 
would be retained for 
Llancarfan Primary 
pupils and their siblings 
on the date of the new 
building opening. 

A wider review into 
catchment areas for all 
schools in the Vale is due 
to take place in 2018-19. 

Free transport would 
be provided to primary 


pupils who live more 
than two miles walking 
distance away from the 
proposed new school. 

Cllr Bob Penrose, the 
Vale Council cabinet 
member for learning and 
culture, said: “We are 
currently conducting a 
consultation exercise 
over proposals for a £4m 
investment that would 
see Llancarfan Primary 
School move into a new 
state-of-the-art building 
as part of the council’s 
21st Century Schools 
programme. 

“Given that the 
consultation process 
remains ongoing it would 
be inappropriate to 
comment further at this 
stage.” LDR 


AM’s worries over youth workers 


JANE Hutt fears that a 
reshaping of youth services in 
her constituency could result in 
the loss of up to 30 trained 
part-time youth workers. 

The Vale AM is concerned over 
what she regards as inadequate 
consultation over the proposal. 

She said at the National Assembly 
that the plan has been put forward by 
the local authority. 

Ms Hutt said: “I understand there 
has been no direct consultation with 
the young people, the Vale Youth 
Forum or the elected youth cabinet in 
line with the United Nations 


Convention on the Rights of the Child. 

“I also understand the South Wales 
Police Commissioner hasn’t been 
consulted in terms of the impact on 
young people and prevention of crime. 

“There has been no formal 
consultation with the trade unions 
representing the youth workers. I’d be 
grateful for a statement on this matter.” 

Leader of the House and fellow 
Labour AM Julie James, said she was 
“not aware” of the details of the matter 
Ms Hutt had raised. 

She said: “I will explore what we 
can do once we have got the detail 
from you.”

PLANS to lease out acres of two popular 
Vale country parks for glamping sites 
have been scaled back by the council. 

On June 6, the Vale Council decided to drop 
plans for parts of Porthkerry Country Park to be 
turned into a site for “high-quality camping pods”. 

Plans for a similar scheme at Cosmeston Lakes 
will need further detail before being taken any 
further following an announcement by the 
council’s cabinet. 

The cabinet had approved the scheme but was 
met with public outcry against the plans after more 
than 2,000 people signed a petition to halt the 
scheme at Porthkerry. 

A council environment and regeneration scrutiny 
committee expressed its disapproval of the plans 
and sent it back to the cabinet following a ‘call-in’ 
by Labour councillor Lis Burnett over fears of 
“creeping privatisation” of the land and leaving it 


off-limits to the public. 

Cllr Jonathan Bird, cabinet member for 
regeneration and planning, recommended the 
council change its plans following the concerns, 
which the cabinet accepted. 

Cllr John Thomas, leader of Vale Council, said: 
“It’s important to note there was a lot of public 
concern about the proposals in Porthkerry and 
cabinet have reacted in a suitable manner to halt 
these proposals.” 

The council had previously said it was exploring 
commercial opportunities to make the parks more 
financially sustainable. 

Critics questioned the lack of detail in the 
proposal such as how much money could be made 
from the changes and how widely publicised it had 
been before the original decision was made. 

Plaid Cymru councillor Steffan Wiliam, who 
was part of the committee which sent the glamping 
plans back to cabinet, said: “I’m delighted because 


lots of local people and from further afield are glad 
Porthkerry can now maintain its natural beauty and 
not become something sanitised, synthetic and 
overdeveloped. 

“It was a moronic proposal and utterly 
unnecessary. Overdeveloping Porthkerry Park 
would turn it into something people don’t want to 
visit.” 

Rob Curtis, co-ordinator for the campaign and 
petition calling for no commercial development at 
Porthkerry Country park, said he still had concerns 
about Cosmeston. 

“I welcome the Vale Council’s u-tum on seeking 
the commercial development of Porthkerry 
Country Park but am concerned that they are 
continuing to seek the commercial development of 
Cosmeston Country Park. 

“Following the ‘State of Nature Report’, it is 
vital that all areas of government do their utmost to 
conserve the remaining biodiversity we have left in 
the UK, not seek to develop them! 

“We will continue to monitor the decisions of 
the Vale Council to ensure they follow wildlife 
friendly policies at Porthkerry.” 

He added: “Finally, may I take this opportunity 
to thank all the 2,350 people who signed our online 
petition and the local residents who displayed our 
posters; without them, the Vale Council would 
never have listened.” GR

FALLEN KINGDOM IS FLAWED 
AND WHOLLY UNDERWHELMING 


W HILE the 
return to 
the world 
of dinosaurs in 
2015’s Jurassic 
World was expected 
to be big, given how 
much of a cultural 
entity the franchise 
is, it’s doubtful that 
anyone expected it 
to be $1,627 billion 
big. 

A sequel was always 
on the cards, and 
Jurassic World: Fallen 
Kingdom picks up the 
story from where we left 
off previously. When a 
volcano on the island, 
where the now-destroyed 
Jurassic World was, 
becomes live, Owen 
(Chris Pratt) and Claire 
(Bryce Dallas Howard) 
return to try and save 
them from being wiped 
out all over again. 

However, their actions 
have unintended 
consequences and the 
world of the dinosaurs 
soon becomes embroiled 
with our own... 

Much like life, as 
phrased so beautifully by 
Jeff Goldblum in 1993’s 
Jurassic Park, the 
Jurassic... franchise has 
found a way to survive 
in this new world of 
blockbusters, primarily 
through the nostalgia- 
fuelled thrill ride that 
was 2015’s Jurassic 
World. 

But Fallen Kingdom 
is a film that knows it 
has to evolve and grow 


rather than rely on clever 
throwbacks to films past, 
and it’s fair to say that it 
doesn’t quite succeed in 
doing that, the film a 
reasonably solid 
blockbuster hampered by 
a story that at best is 
wooly and meandering, 
and at worst is down 
right terrible. 

The film is essentially 
split in two - the first 
half takes place on the 
island as Owen and 
Claire (reunited in a 
ham-fisted way) along 
with two somewhat 
annoying sidekicks and a 
whole troop of grizzled 
special forces-esque men 
reeking of double-cross 
attempt to save the 
remaining dinosaurs 
from a second extinction 
with the island’s volcano 
ready to blow (great bit 
of forward planning to 
Richard Hammond for 
building a multi-billion 
dollar theme park on an 
idling volcano). 

The second part takes 
place in northern 
California where the 
worlds of man and 
dinosaur meet (and, 
sadly, if you’ve seen any 
of the later trailers 
you’ve seen the main 
beats of this half). 

The first half is the 
more enjoyable, a romp 
that balances danger, 
disaster, perils and 
laughs in the way the 
early films knew how to 
do, and climaxes with 
arguably one of the most 
beautifully tragic shots 
of the entire franchise.

The second half, 
however, loses all 
momentum and becomes 
a schlocky horror (and 
this is no mean feat for a 
12A certificate that 
really pushes the limits) 
full of shady characters 
whose life expectancy is 
diminishing by the 
second and awkwardly- 
made points about 
science, genetics, nature 
and moral obligations. 

Both halves are 
directed with no little 
style by JA Bayona, the 
first half’s wanton 
destruction echoing his 
work on tsunami film 
The Impossible, while 
the second plays to his 
horror chops which, if 
you’ve seen The 
Orphanage, you know 


are pretty impressive. 

His use of shadows to 
build tension, and a 
slightly unsettling feel 
where danger seemingly 
lurks around every 
comer, is the highlight 
of the film, giving it its 
own sense of personality 
rather than trying to 
slavishly ape Spielberg. 

Unfortunately the plot 
is the biggest weak link 
here, full of moments 
that wouldn’t feel out of 
place in the most cheesy 
of soap operas, reveals 
that just don’t work, and 
full of cliched characters 
that feel like cardboard 
cutouts devoid of 
personality. 

Even the returning 
faces lack development 
- Chris Pratt is, as 
always, charm 
personified as Owen, but 
his character doesn’t 
shift gears while Bryce 
Dallas Howard’s Claire, 
the flinty, business- 
driven CEO of the first 
film, undergoes a radical 
shift in outlook 
becoming a dinosaur 
rights campaigner, but 
her journey is 
underdeveloped and 
unconvincing. 

Even the much-lauded 
return of Jeff 
Goldblum’s Ian Malcolm 
adds up to around one 
minute of screen time 
and that is devoid of the 
wit and warmth the actor 
is capable of. 

The new dinosaur - 
the IndoRaptor - is 
certainly a terrifying and 
malevolent creature, one 


that makes an 
appearance late in the 
day to wreak havoc, but 
even then you feel the 
powers of the creature 
aren’t fully explored to 
their potential. 

It all makes for an 
underwhelming exercise, 
certainly not short of 
spectacle (and let’s be 
honest, that’s what these 
films thrive on) but 
certainly trying too hard 
to carry a message that 
is delivered in such a 
messy and haphazard 
manner. 

It’s a shame as, with 
Jurassic World 3 already 
announced, there’s 
plenty of scope and 
ideas as to where the 
franchise can go next - 
hopefully it makes a 
better fist of it than this 
effort. 

VERDICT-An 
uneven blockbuster 
enlivened hugely by JA 
Bayona’s atmospheric 
direction but leavened 
by a script and story that 
is unengaging, Jurassic 
World: Fallen Kingdom 
has thrills and spills to 
spare, but ultimately just 
doesn’t truly connect. 

Bayona deserves a 
better narrative to work 
with, and does his best, 
but that’s about the only 
real positive you can 
take from it. 
Disappointing.

Flytipped 
rubbish fails 
to ruin the 
Ramblers walk 


ON a beautiful 
sunny weekend 
Penarth and 
District Ramblers 
enjoyed two 
glorious walks, the 
first being from 
Rachel, who set off 
with her group of 
13 and Pepper the 
dog to explore the 
whole of the 
Senghenydd Dyke 
in the Aber Valley, 
along with its 
industrial 
connections. 

By cycle track and 
road they made their 
way uphill onto open 
moorland at Mynydd 
Meio, pausing at the 
trig point to enjoy the 
views before 
descending and 
following the road to 
Eglwysilan, to view the 
Church of St llan. 

Rough tracks led to 
views overlooking 
Senghenydd where two 
major explosions - the 
first in 1901 when 81 
miners were killed and 
the second in 1913, 
when a total of 439 
men and boys died - 
meant almost every 
household in the valley 
lost one or more loved 
ones. 

A journey across 
Eglwysilan Common, 
with its unsightly 
amount of fly-tipping 
scarring the beauty, 
brought them towards 
the huge spoil tips at 
Llanbradach with a 
view of the sea and 
exiting from the dyke, 
once a huge deer park, 
grassy meadows led 
them downhill. 

Reaching Abertridwr 
and passing the 
memorial to the 
Windsor Colliery 
where, in 1902, six out 
of nine sinkers who 
were deepening the 
mine shaft were 
drowned, a tramp 
through Aber Heritage 
Park led them back to 
view the poignant 
Welsh National Mining 
Memorial Garden in 
Senghenydd, where 
every pit disaster in 
Wales along with the 
two major disasters at 
the Universal Colliery 
in Senghenydd are 
remembered. 

The following day 10 
walkers joined Joy at 
Llanfeugan about a 
mile from the village of 
Pencelli in Powys, 
where the 13th century 
church is dedicated to 
St Meugan. 

Setting off in warm 
sunshine a rough farm 
track led them to 
Cornwall Farm, now 
holiday 

accommodation. 

A gradual climb on a 
path below mature trees 
above the winding 
River Usk led them 
onto the Usk Valley 
walk and clambering 
over stiles and through 
fields and woods, the 


views stretched towards 
the Black Mountains 
with Sugar Loaf 
claiming centre stage. 

Grassy meadows 
containing sheep above 
Old Coity Mawr led 
them to a road, then on 
past a growing orchard 
to a stream where a 
huge tree had crashed 
to the ground, 
fortunately narrowly 
missing both the 
footbridge and a stile. 

Descending 
gradually through 
meadows, a short road- 
walk past Aber Farm 
led them back into 
fields and across the 
River Caerfanell for the 
journey to Talybont-on- 
Usk and along the 
towpath of the 
Monmouth and Brecon 
Canal to reach Pencelli. 

Following a short 
stop at the Royal Oak 
for liquid refreshment 
that was very much 
appreciated in the heat, 
and re-crossing the 
canal, a short journey 
up through fields led 
them back to their start 
for the journey home. 

The sudden passing 
of Val Hartrey at the 
end of May has hit the 
group hard as this 
founder member was a 
walk leader, then 
rambles officer, and 
was also chairman for 
14 years before 
standing down to 
become secretary. 

She will be greatly 
missed and our sincere 
thoughts are with her 
family.

Is there life on Mars? 


LAST month I 
wrote about 
NASA’s April 
launch of the TESS 
space probe. 

Hard on the heels of 
TESS, on May 5 NASA 
successfully launched 
yet another exploratory 
spacecraft. The InSight 
Mars lander mission is 
now well on its way and 
will land on the red 
planet on November 26. 

This is a good time to 
think about Mars as, 
this year, it will be 
brighter than since 2003 
when the red planet 
came closer to Earth 
than it had been for 
some 60,000 years. 

By the end of July, 
when the Earth sweeps 
between Mars and the 
Sun, it will appear as a 
red dot of brilliant 
flame. 

Mars is surely the 
most enigmatic of our 
planetary neighbours, 
certainly since the late 
19th century, when it 
was believed that there 
were canals on its 
surface. 

They were first 
described in 1887 by the 
Italian astronomer, 
Giovanni 

Schiaparelli, and their 
presence was confirmed 
by later observers using 
early low-resolution 
telescopes. 

The American, 
Percival Lowell, 
popularised the idea that 
intelligent life forms 


had created these 
canals. 

By the early 20th 
century, however, 
improved astronomical 
observations revealed 
Schiaperelli’s ‘canali’ to 
be an optical illusion. 

Nevertheless, the 
possibility of life on 
Mars captured the 
public’s imagination 
and, no doubt, provided 
inspiration to HG Wells 
for his 1898 novel, The 
War of the Worlds. 

The Mars InSight 
mission (Interior 
Exploration using 
Seismic Investigations, 
Geodesy and Heat 
Transport) will place a 
lander on Mars to study 
its deep interior. InSight 
will enter Mars’ 
atmosphere at 14,000 
mph and will use a 
combination of retro jets 
and a large parachute to 
keep the spacecraft 
levelled and slowing 
until touchdown. 

Using sophisticated 
geophysical 
instruments, InSight 
will study the interior of 
Mars to answer one of 
science's most 
fundamental questions: 
how did the terrestrial 
planets, including Earth, 
form? 

It is unlikely that 
InSight will further the 
debate on the possibility 
of life on Mars, but on 
June 7, NASA 
announced two new 
clues in the search for 
life on the red planet, 


both discovered by its 
Curiosity rover which is 
still operating after 
nearly six years. 

The first of these is 
the existence of organic 
molecules in three 
billion year-old 
sedimentary Martian 
rocks near the surface of 
a dried up lake bed and 
suggests that the planet 
could have supported 
ancient life. 

The second clue 
comes from Mars’ 
atmosphere where large 
seasonal variations in 
the levels of methane 
have been detected. 
Methane emissions on 
Earth, from cattle in the 
meadows to lower 
forms of life in the 
swamps, are natural by¬ 
products of living 
things. So where is 
Mars’ methane coming 
from? 

The seasonal cycle in 
the abundance of 
methane in Mars’ 
northern summer has 
shocked many 
scientists. Are there 
microbes on Mars 
similar to those that 
exist in the guts of cows 
and sheep that produce 
methane here on Earth? 

Although we now 
know that there is 
certainly no intelligent 
life on Mars, our 
fascination with the 
possibility of some kind 
of life there remains 
undiminished.

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Plaid Cymru calls 
for ‘Golau 
Caredig’ crossing 


PLAID CYMRU councillor 
Ian Johnson has called for a 
crossing to be introduced 
linking ‘Golau Caredig’ to 
Broad Street. 

He said it is needed so local 
residents and shoppers can cross 
safely. 

Cllr Johnson says cars often travel 
quickly on and off the Gladstone 
Bridge roundabout and it’s difficult 
for pedestrians to see vehicles due to 
cars parked on the bend at Gladstone 
Road, near Golau Caredig extra-care 
home, which was once Barry’s 
Theatre Royal cinema. 

He pointed out that plans for 
changes to the Gladstone Bridge area 
were under discussion by the council 
but warned that these had been in the 
pipeline for nearly 18 months with no 
concrete proposals yet made for a 
crossing at the site. 

He said: “We campaigned for a 
crossing at Lower Buttrills Road to 
allow Golau Caredig and Elis Fisher 
Court residents to safely walk to 
Holton Road. 

“Now we need a crossing between 
Golau Caredig and Broad Street to 
allow west end residents and Golau 
Caredig residents to cross safely. 

“Cars are often going quickly onto 
or off the Gladstone Bridge 
roundabout and it can be difficult to 
see past parked cars on the bend on 
Gladstone Road.” 

Cllr Johnson claimed residents are 
frustrated by the delay and hopes the 
council would bring forward plans for 
the site quickly. 


Marcus Goldsworthy, Vale Council 
head of regeneration and planning, 
explained that the crossing could not 
be done in isolation, but when a wider 
scheme was delivered. 

“The ‘Barry Town Centre Gateway 
Regeneration Project’ was first agreed 
by the former administration in April 
2017. 

“Since then the council has been 
working with landowners to 
regenerate the lower end of Holton 
Road and Broad Street. 

“This includes improving the 
public realm and further developing 
sustainable transport and pedestrian 
links, alongside attracting commercial 
and community development as well 
as creating new housing. 

“To achieve this, support will be 
sought from Welsh Government’s 
‘Targeted Regeneration Investment 
Programme’ and it is hoped the 
scheme can be delivered over the next 
three years. 

“The proposed new crossing fits 
with the aims of this scheme, but it is 
important any work has regard of the 
wider project. If carried out in 
isolation, there is a risk of it being 
redundant once overall works have 
been completed.” 

Mr Goldsworthy added: “Cllr 
Johnson has been kept fully informed 
of progress in this matter and the need 
for any proposals to be developed in a 
comprehensive manner. He is also 
well aware of the wide-ranging work 
under way to improve pedestrian 
movement in the Gateway area.”

The Potted Garden in June 

Hanging gardens of summer by Sara Milne 


P LANTING a 
hanging 
basket may be 
the ideal way to 
expand your garden 
or make the best 
use of the outside 
space that you 
have. 

It’s also one of the 
easiest ways to connect 
your garden with your 
home. 

If you plant your 
summer hanging basket 
at the end of May or 
beginning of July, then it 
will thrive in a frost free 
environment producing a 
vibrant flourish of colour 
through to the autumn. 

Choosing the right 
hanging basket really 
comes down to personal 
taste, but there are two 
basic styles to choose 
from - those with solid 
sides or the traditional 
wire types. 

The benefit of using 
wire hanging baskets is 
that they allow you to 
grow some plants 
through the sides, rather 
than everything coming 
from the top of the 
basket. Whichever you 
choose, go for the 
biggest that you can - 
the more room you have 
for plants the better. 

First, you need to 
prepare the compost and 
liner. For soil, you can 
go for the easy option 
and pick a ready-made 
hanging basket compost; 
or you can use a multi¬ 
purpose compost, add a 
handful of perlite to 
improve drainage and 
aeration and add 
hydration crystals to 
help the soil retain 
water. 

Slow-release fertiliser 
granules can also be 
mixed in to feed the 
plants. 

An open wire basket 
needs a liner to prevent 
compost falling through. 
Traditionally, moss is 
used and gives a natural 
feel, but other linings are 
just as good such as 



Get the most out of your 
garden this summer. 


coconut fibre. 

Using a bucket or 
empty pot to steady the 
basket while you work, 
place moss around the 
bottom half, and then 
add newspaper as a 
barrier between the moss 
and compost. This will 
stop the soil from falling 
out initially, and as the 
paper rots the roots will 
grow through to hold the 
earth in place. Fill this 
bottom half with soil. 

Next, insert the 
trailing plants by making 
holes 50mm (two 
inches) apart at this level 
and poke the roots of the 
plants such as lobelias or 
trailing ivy through the 
sides so they lie on top 
of the compost. Add 
more compost and 
trailing plants, 
positioning them 
between those already 
planted below. 

Now plant the top of 
the basket. A dramatic 
centrepiece is a must- 
have - something like an 
upright fuchsia or a 
geranium will give you a 
strong and vibrant focal 
point. 

Surround that with 
trailing plants like 
petunias or ivy-leafed 
geraniums, and one or 
two busy lizzies. 


Remember to leave a 
30mm gap from the soil 
to the top of the basket 
to help it hold water. 

Finally hang the 
basket. Water thoroughly 
as hydration is key - 
hanging baskets will dry 
out very quickly without 
regular, sometimes daily, 
watering. 

Fit the chain in place 
and suspend the basket 
on a secure, supporting 


bracket. Take time to 
rotate the basket so that 
its best side faces 
outwards. 

If hanging baskets are 
just part of your outside 
space then here are some 
gardening tips for this 
month from the RHS 
(Royal Horticultural 
Society): 

Plant out seedlings 
and young plants. 

Watering and 


weeding. 

Start spraying roses 
to stop black spot and 
mildew. 

Fast growing hedges 
will need a trim. 

Plant hanging baskets 
and containers. 

Plant salad leaf seeds. 

Tie up climbers. 

Feed spring bulbs for 
next year. 

Plant out tomatoes. 

Mow the lawn.

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Sewage plant expansion 
gets green light in Dinas 


A SEWAGE plant on the 
outskirts of Dinas Powys 
has been given the go- 
ahead to expand despite 
residents’ fears over the 
smell and noise. 

Cog Moors Welsh Water 
Treatment Works, situated 
between the village and Barry, 
has been given permission to 
build an anaerobic digestion 
plant at the site. 

Welsh Water welcomed the 
decision saying it would 
‘enhance’ the way it treats waste. 

The plant, which will have 
new storage tanks, and a stack up 
to 18 metres high, will be used to 
convert sewage sludge into gas, 
which would then be used to 
generate electricity, and as soil 
fertiliser. 

The Vale Council’s planning 
committee approved planning 
permission for the sewage works 
expansion last Thursday, June 7. 

But that was after councillor 
Bob Penrose, a member of the 
committee, raised residents’ 
concerns about the odour, 
emissions, traffic and visual 
impact of the development - as 
well as it being on a flood plain. 

“Over the last few years there 
have been numerous complaints 
on odour from these sewage 
works,” he told the meeting. 

“But none have ever been 
resolved and they have all been 
denied.” 

Cllr Penrose said the new 


plant would be visible for some 
residents in Sully and would add 
to existing emissions in the area. 

The meeting heard there will 
be three sensitive receptors 
installed to improve odour 
monitoring at the site. 

Questions were also asked 
about the increased number of 
vehicles that would be going to 
and from the site, and whether 
the plant would kill all pathogens 
- bacteria which cause disease - 
from the waste. 

Planning consultant Howard 
Jones, representing the Cog 
Moors plant, told the meeting 
there would be eight more HGV 
movements a day to and from the 
site, up from its current level of 
up to 21. 

He said the plant’s pathogen 
kill rate “will be as close to 100 
per cent as can be achieved.” 

Mr Jones told the committee: 
“Public Health Wales have 
confirmed emissions to air will 
be well within air pollution 
thresholds and will have no 
adverse impact on human health. 

“Odour modelling shows the 
proposed development will not 
result in increased levels of 
odour. There will be no adverse 
noise impacts as a result of the 
proposed development.” 

He added that while there will 
be a minor increase in HGV 
movements each day, this will be 
directed away from Dinas Powys 
and towards the McDonald’s 
roundabout junction. 


Cllr Jonathan Bird said: “You 
all forget that this is a facility 
that is processing our waste. We 
need it to be going somewhere. 

“This is the plant at which the 
drains all end up. This is a 
marked improvement on what is 
being done at the moment.” 

Victoria Robinson, the Vale 
Council’s operational manager 
for developments, told the 
meeting the scheme is a major 
investment by Welsh Water, 
having considered alternative 
options across Wales. 

Cllr Bird added: “This is a 
vast improvement to increase 
capacity and I think we should 
be supporting this.” 

Planning permission was 
granted by a majority vote. 

A Welsh Water spokesperson 
said: “We are pleased to have 
received planning permission for 
our proposed improvements to 
the wastewater treatment works 
at Cog Moors. 

“The advanced anaerobic 
digestion process will enhance 
the way we treat waste and 
produces a higher quality 
fertiliser for recycling to 
agricultural land. 

“Furthermore, it helps with the 
reduction of our carbon footprint 
through the production of energy 
from waste.”
